2. Continuance of a project 
to build a second type of atomic 
engine for possible use in a sub-. | 
marine—even as work pro- 
gresses on building a hull for a 
submarine which will house an 
atomic power plant of a differ- 
ent type. 

3. Research accomplishments 
offering hope for the develop- 
ment of a powerful medicine 
with which to treat people se- 
verely exposed to atomic radia- 
tion. 

4. Significant advances to- 
wards developing improved 
atomic reactors—or “furnaces” 
—which might be used some 
day for producing useful power 
and for other purposes. 

5. Increased’ production of | 
raw uranium ore from existing 
domestic sources.

OLD GLORY, Tex., July 31 
'(AP)—A farmer near here makes 
more money selling water than he 
makes from the eleven oil wells 


on his farm. Moreover, Carl 
' Hunt’s water comes from just one 
spring-fed tank. ~The water is 
needed by the oil companies, not 
only for their drilling operations 
on his own farm but also in other 
parts of Stonewall county. 

Hunt has been selling water to 
oil companies since June 1950, 
which is just about a month be-- 
fore the first producing oil well 
was discovered in this west Texas 
field. Oil companies’ furnish 
their own pumps and two-inch 
lines for taking water from the 
tank to their drilling rigs. Hunt 
isn’t saying just how much money 
he has made selling water—ex- 
cept that his water profits alone 
have paid for his farm. 

Hunt’s cattle also drink from 
his tank. Hunt has stocked the 
tank with channel cat, bass and 
crappies.

Eisenhower met yesterday with

Eisenhower today is scheduled 
to confer with Gov. Val Peterson 
of Nebraska, Paul G. Hoffman, 
chairman of an advisory group to 
the National Citizens for Eisen- 
hower Committee; and Jack Por- 
ter, G.O.P. national committeeman 
from Texas. 

Before he conferred with Eisen- 
hower, Lodge told a press confer- 
ence “it will be a horse race” be- 
tween Eisenhower and Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson, the Democratic presi- 
dential nominee, but that he is 
confident the general will win. 

Lodge, here for a weekend con- 
ference of party leaders who will 
chart campaign strategy, said the 
Democrats made it plain in nom- 
inating Senator John J. Sparkman 
of Alabama for Vice President 
that they have “no intention of 
doing anything affirmative or 
constructive” about civil rights. 
He said the Republicans. on the 
other hand, will carry out a con- 
structive program if they win the 
White House and control of Con- 
gress. 


May Amplify ViewS@ 

Lodge also indicated that Eisen- 
hower may soon amplify his views 
regarding civil rights. The general 
has said civil rights matters 
should be handled mainly by the 
states—a view shared by Southern 
Democrats and by Stevenson. 

Lodge said he felt Eisenhower’s 
remarks on the subject so far have 
not represented a complete. pre- 
sentation of the general’s position 
on the explosive issue. 

If Stevenson is elected, Lodge 
said, “the same fat cats will be 
prowling around the White House 
at night, no matter how it looks 
in the daytime.” He added that the 
nomination of Stevenson and 
Sparkman had restored Demo- 
cratic party “stalwarts” to power. 
He said he considered the “stal- 
warts” the old-line politicians and 
not the more liberal element of 
the Democratic party.

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CONVENTIONS SAD 
TO SHOW NEED OF 
NATIONAL PRIMARY 


Eisenhower and Steven- 
son Were Chosen by 
‘Trading and Fixing,’ 
2 Congressmen Charge. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (UP)— 
Congressional supporters of a na- 
tion-wide primary to select presi- 
dential candidates said today the 
recent Chicago conventions offer 
“complete proof” that party con- 
ventions must be abolished. 

Representative Usher L. Bur- 
dick (Rep.) North Dakota, said 
both Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and Gov. Adlai Stevenson were 
chosen through “trading and fix- 
ing by political experts.” 

The voters, he said, had little 
if any influence at the conven- 
tions, and “‘must take what is of- 
fered, or leave it.” 

Representative A. S. Herlong 
Jr. (Dem.), Florida, said this 
year’s conventions may well be 
the last. 

“The convention was an inter- 
esting experience,” he said, “but 
putting it on television and giving 
every ham actor in the convention 
a chance to be on television by 
‘demanding a poll of the delega- 
tion’ will certainly be a big help 
to us in passing the presidential 
primary bill in the next Con- 
gress.” 

Several Bills Introduced. 

Burdick has introduced one of 
several bills calling for a con- 
stitutional amendment to provide 
for a primary election of presi- 
dential and vice presidential can- 
didates. A constitutional amend- 
ment must have approval of two 
thirds of both House and Senate 
and be ratified by three fourths 
of the states. 

“With a primary election for 
President and Vice President,” 
Burdick said, ‘“‘all this trading and 
buying and manufactured enthu- 
siasm will be eliminated, and the 
people will have a elear chance 
to express their will.” 

Burdick pointed out Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio went to 
the Republican convention with 
the greatest number of delegates 
selected in state conventions and 
primaries, but that other candi- 
dates teamed up against him to 
give the victory to Eisenhower. 
Burdick said Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee, with the 
greatest popular support, was 
similarly outmaneuvered at the 
Democratic convention. 

‘Free Use of Money.’ 

Both Burdick and Herlong 
lashed out at “the free use of 
money” at the conventions and 
the “staging” of enthusiasm for a 
particular candidate. 

“I have noticed around the 
headquarters of the various can- 
didates,” Herlong said, “that 
when one wants to show signs of 
strength there will appear, al- 
most miraculously, great numbers 
of professional ‘miller-arounders’ 
who, wearing the badges of that 
particular candidate, start milling 
around and ‘whooping it up.’ 

“A couple of hours later some 
of the same group may be seen 
wearing other badges at other 
headquarters,” Herlong said, “just 
as enthusiastically whooping it 
up.”

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
One thing appears to be certain 
about the national political races 
this year: The campaigns will be 
the costliest and best financed of 
any ever held in the United 
States. 

Total expenses probably will 
run well into the millions of dol- 
lars, because (1) the price of cam- 
paigning, like everything else, has 
soared, and (2) the campaigns 
themselves will be elaborate. 

Chairmen of both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic National 
Committees have made it clear 
they are out to win—regardless 
of costs. 

Technically, federal laws fix a 
top limit of $3,000,000 on the 
spending of a major political 
party, but the laws are full of 
loopholes. For example, there is 
no limit on the number of na- 
tional committees that may sup- 
port a presidential candidate. 
Each such committee is entitled 
to collect and spend a full 
$3,000,000. 

Further, there is no limit on 
amounts that various state and 
regional committees may spend 
on tickets that include candi- 
dates for President, Vice Presi- 
dent, Governor and other state 
officials, Senator, Representative 
and so on down the line. 

Summerfield Parries Queries. 

Arthur E. Summerfield, new 
chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, parried ques- 
tions of reporters here yesterday 
on how much Republicans would 
spend, or were paying new cam- 
paign staff officials. 

Summerfield explained that his 
campaign strategy, in behalf of 
presidential nominee Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and other Republican 
candidates, is first to shape a win- 
ning plan and organization—and 
then figure the costs. 

Earlier Summerfield had out- 

lined broad plans for the cam- 
paign to elect Eisenhower Presi- 
dent and Senator Richard Nixon 
of California Vice President. He 
said national headquarters would 
take over the entire second floor 
of the Washington Hotel here. 
The hotel is a block from the 
White House grounds. 
He also listed plans for not one 
but two special campaign trains; 
speeches in all parts of the na- 
tion by Eisenhower, Nixon, Sen- 
ator Taft of Ohio and other top- 
flight G.O.P. campaigners, and 
special G.O.P. units to attract 
labor, agriculture and other large 
yoter groups. 

Special Radio-TV Fund. 

Chairman Frank E. McKinney 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee outlined similar efforts at 
Chicago recently when he was 
given temporary charge of the 
campaign to elect Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson of Illinois President 
and Senator John Sparkman of 
Alabama Vice President. 
At Stevenson’s request, McKin- 
ney is retaining at least tempo- 
rarily the present large head- 
quarters and staff of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee here. 
McKinney said the Democrats 
already have $226,000 available 
in their general fund and another 
$130,000 in a special radio-tele- 
vision fund he hopes to build up 
to $2,000,000. 

With pride, McKinney noted 
that he already had optioned 
some of the choicest radio-TV 
time for evening hours just ahead 
of the November election. 

As the tost of political cam- 
paigns will be high, contributors 
will be expected to rain cash and 
pledges into campaign funds, 


BARKLEY REPORTED IN LINE

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Soviet Bloc Red Cross Delegates 
Shift Stand, Co-operate With West 


Chinese Communist and Western Represent- 
atives Work and Vote Together on 
Relief Resolution. 


TORONTO, July 31 (UP)— 
Communist delegations to the 
eighteenth Interational Red Cross 
conference made a turnabout to- 
day and began co-operating with 
Western delegates. 

After starting off yesterday 
with renewed attacks on the in- 
ternational committee and the 


United States for alleged germ 
warfare in Korea, the Soviet bloc 


stood aside later in the day while 


the conference passed several 
resolutions. 

In the conference’s relief com- 
mission, Chinese Communist and 
Western deelgates co-operated on 
the drafing of one resolution and 
voted together on the final draft. 

The relief resolution, orig- 
finally introduced by Communist

China, was intended to start a 
special fund-raising campaign for 
famine assistance to southeast 
Asia, the Middle East and North 
Africa. Canadian, British and 
Australian delegates objected to 
the wording although they sup- 
ported it in principle. 

A private meeting between 
East-West delegates, unprece- 
dented so far in the conference, 
was held and the opposing fac- 
tions agreed to make the relief 
project one of the Red Cross’s 
normal humanitarian endeavors 
and to delete reference to spe- 
cific areas. 

Western delegates viewed the 
new trend as a major Western 
victory in conference maneuver- 
ing over the Communists. 

The Chinese Nationalist gov- 
ernment today instructed Dr. J. 


ling Liu to withdraw as its 
delegate to the conference as a 
protest against presence of a 
Chinese Communist representa- 
tive. The conference earlier voted 
to seat both Nationalist and Com- 
munist Chinese delegates. 


COAL USERS URGED TO BUY 
EARLY. TO AVERT SHORTAGE 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
The Government today urged 
coal users to make purchases as 
soon as possible this year to ease 


“potential spot coal shortages” 
this winter. 

The shortages may develop, the 
Defense Solid Fuels Administra- 
tion said in a statement, if iron 
ore shipments are diverted to the 
railroads in an effort to catch up 
with demand. Ore shipments— 
normally made by ship on the 
Great Lakes—were cut off by 
the steel strike. 

Administrator Charles W. Con- 
nor said the diversion would take 
open-top cars normally used for 
coal shipments, leading to a pos- 
sible shortage during peak winter 
months. He made no mention of 
the fact that John L. Lewis has 
notified the soft coal industry that 
the contract of the United Mine 
Workers will end Sept. 22. 


NONPARTISAN BOARD 
OVER STATE PARKS 
URGED BY ELLIOTT

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F you are married and your will was made before 

1948, you should consider the advantages of using 

the “marital deduction” which was made available to 

married couples by the Revenue Act of 1948. Use of 

the marital deduction in many cases will result in sub- 
. stantial decreases in estate taxation. 


The “marital deduction” permits a married person 
to dispose of up to one-half of his or her estate in such 
manner as to be exempt from taxation at his or her 
death but taxable upon the death of the surviving 
spouse. The marital deduction applies (1) to property 
left outright by will to the surviving spouse, (2) to 
property in joint names, and (3) to property left in 
trust if the surviving spouse is given all of the income 
from the trust and the right either to withdraw the 
principal during his or her life or the right to dispose of 
the principal at death by will. 

The marital deduction does not apply to property 
left in trust for the surviving spouse if such spouse is 
given no power to dispose of the principal at death by 
will or to withdraw the principal without restriction 
during life. In this case the trust property will be tax- 
able upon the death of the first spouse but free from 
taxation upon the death of the survivor. To illustrate, 
let us assume that Mr. A has a $120,000 estate and 
his wife has no separate estate: 

1. If A leaves his estate outright to his wife, or if he 

puts his property in joint names, there will be no 

tax upon his death but there will be a a tax of $9,500 
upon her subsequent death. 

2, If A leaves his estate in trust for his wife and gives

her no right to dispose of the principal at her death 
or to withdraw the principal during her lifetime, the 
tax at A’s death will be $9,500 and there will be no 
tax at Mrs, A’s death.

To the Editor of the Post-Disptach: 


In the excitement over the Com- 
“munity Playhouse-Artists’ Guild dispute 
“we may ignore a fundamental warning 

to the community. The fact is that in 
any metropolitan area located on the 
route of companies from Broadway, 
non-professional theater requires a pe- 
riod of subsidy before it can mature. 

If the Community Playhouse is to 

hecome a significant factor in the cul- 
tural life of St. Louis, some individual 
or group of individuals must sponsor It. 
Last year by the application of rigid 
economies and by confining its produc- 
tions to sure-fire popular hits, the Play- 
house balanced its budget. Without 
financial support beyond the sale of 
memberships and box office, it can 
scarcely improve that record.

“ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH The Case of Gen. Grow 


A lot of people in the Department of Defense 
should be thinking hard about the case of Maj. 
Gen. Robert W. Grow. They should be thinking 
about the Army's assignment system which sent 
him to Moscow, about his offense in keeping an 
indiscreet if not inflammatory diary, about his 
court-martial and about his conviction and sen- 
tence. 

Gen. Grow had a generally excellent record up 
to the time of his assignment on diplomatic duty 
in Russia. Following graduation from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota in 1916, he was commis- 
sioned a Second Lieutenant from the Minnesota 
National Guard. In World War I, he served in 
both the field artillery and the cavalry. 

As early as September, 1943, he reached the 
high rank of Major General, and when the Euro- 
pean invasion forces were organized, he was 
placed in command of the Sixth Armored Divi- 
sion. This unit distinguished itself in combat in 
Normandy, Northern France, the Rhincland, the 
Ardennes and Central Europe. For these services 
Gen. Grow was awarded the Bronze Star, Silver 
Star, Legion of Merit, Distinguished Service 
Medal and Distinguished Service Cross—honors 
any.soldier may be proud to have.

Clearly Gen. Grow’s ability and skill lay in 


the training and handling of soldiers in the — 


field, particularly under combat conditions. He 
was a brave and able officer in warfare. Yet a 
high level assignment took this combat officer 
and gave him a post in diplomacy for which he 
was not fitted—the post of military attache at 
the United States Embassy in Moscow, 

It was there that Gen. Grow kept his diary 
with his entries about Russia and the Commu- 
nists. Precisely what it contained has not been 
made public. An official spokesman -for the 
Army now says that it did not include inflamma- 
tory comments, such as “War! As soon as possi- 
ble' Now! The time is ripe for a blow!” as re- 
ported by the Soviets. The Army goes so far 
as to say that the excerpts which were published 
by the Reds were “complete fabrications.” 

So far it is not denied that Gen. Grow per- 
mitted the diary to get out of his hands and 
into those of a Soviet agent in Frankfurt who 
seems to have photographed it and then re- 
turned the diary. Apparently this diary still 
was the basis for the Soviet publication and 
the embarrassment of the United States as a 
“war-mongering nation.” In any event, the Voice 
of America had a difficult time explaining to 
other nations that comments Gen. Grow had 
written into his diary represented his views and 
not those of the United States. 

Whatever the Soviets did by way of manufac- 
ture of diary entries, the Army felt that the 
case was serious enough to relieve Gen. Grow of 
his assignment and to send him to Fort Meade, 
Md., for a secret court-martial. This has result- 
ed in an official reprimand, which suspends him 
from his command for six months. The punish- 
ment counts against promotion but pay goes on.

The Army’s surprise announcement that the 
diary did not contain the stafements attributed 
to it only adds to the puzzle of this most unfor- 
tunate case, 

Many questions remain unanswered: 


1. Why was Gen. Grow sent to a post for 
which he was not suited? 

2. Who was responsible for the assign- 
ment? 

3. Why was this court-martial secret? 


4. Is a reprimand, with a suspension in 
command as its most serious consequence, 


a sufficient punishment? 

5. Why did the Army wait until the end of 
the court-martial to announce that the So- 
viets had “fabricated” entries which did not 
appear in the diary? 

We ask the fifth question even though the 
Army says that it might have prejudiced the 
court-martial to discuss the text earlier. For 
how does that follow? The information now 
made public about the diary “fabrications” ob- 
viously was available to the eight generals who 
sat as jurors. If it was presented to them, how 
would its release to the public have influenced 
the military jurors either way in their decision 
to convict Gen. Grow? 

Unless security is actually involved, the court- 
martial of a high-ranking Army officer should 
be just as public as the trial of a high-ranking 
civilian. Secrecy should no more cloak the 
doing of justice in the case of a man in uniform 
than in the case of a public official. 

The case of Gen. Grow needs more light than 
it has received. It should be reviewed by the 
Judge Advocate General's office from the stand- 
point of the national welfare, not just as an 
Army case. At once it becomes a warning that 
the officer assignment system needs a careful 
going over.

St. Louis Kiwanians have accepted that chal- 
lenge and have issued one of their own. It is di- 
rected to the Rotary, Optimists, Lions and other 
service clubs. The Kiwanians believe they can 
supply more volunteers than any of the other 
groups, but suggest the others try to top them. 

The primary promises to be one of the most 
bitterly contested in years, and the special depu- 
ties can help make certain that it is conducted 
with absolute honesty. Men of the Kiwanis, Ro- 
tary, Optimists, Lions and other clubs can per- 
form an important public service by volunteer- 
ing for this vital democratic task, 

That way, no matter which club comes out 
on top, the real winners will be the people. 
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One Olympic Champion 

Olympic officials have protested again against 
efforts to pick this or that nation as “winner” 
of the games. The Olympics were never intended 
to prove the muscular superiority of peoples. 
The only champions are individuals. 

This is the sane way to preserve international 
amity, and the future of the games themselves. 
But if a non-existent team trophy has to be 
awarded to somebody, it should go to the Finns. 
As hosts, they have worked as a team to keep 
both amity and the games running smoothly. 

As the Associated Press notes, Finland is not 
rich, it has twice been torn by war, and it is 
no larger than Missouri. Helsinki is smaller than 
Kansas City. But 8000 Finns are at work on the 
games, including 3000 schoo! children, and they 
have taken good care of 6000 athletes and more 
than 100,000 spectators. 

A good example of their attention to detail 
is a $100,000 electric scoreboard, which shows 
the name of the event in three languages, and 
pertinent data on the first seven placers. Even

ports in several languages are available a min- 
ute after results are posted. This is an example 
of Finnish diplomacy, based on the idea. that 
information is the basis for understanding. 
American correspondents have come again to 
the conclusion that the Finns are fabulous. But 
then, Finland has a habit of facing chaos and 
coming out with everything under control. 
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Closed or Open Primary? 

If a voter casts his ballot in the Democratic 
primary, is he bound to support the Democratic 
nominees in the general election next Novem- 
ber? Many Post-Dispatch readers have asked 
that question since we published a letter by a 
former member of the Board of Election Com- 
missioners quoting the law on this subject. 

The law does state that in order to qualify as 
a voter in the primary, the citizen must be 
“known to-affiliate” with the party whose ballot 
he casts, or must “obligate himself to support 
the nominees of said party at the following gen- 
eral election.” 

In common practice, the question seldom 
comes up. Usually when a registered voter calls 
for a Republican or Democratic ballot he gets 
one, and that is all there is to it. But if a chal- 
lenger at the voting place raises a question about 
a particular voter, then the law provides that 
the voter may be required to take an “oath or 
affirmation” to “support the party nominees of 
the ticket he is voting in the following general 
election.” 

If the voter is challenged, and if he takes the 
oath, there is no way of enforcing the oath. 
Though the question has not come before an ap- 
peals court for final ruling, such decisions as 
there are have held that a voter has a right to 
change his mind, and that therefore any obliga- 
tion he undertakes in the primary does not 
bind him to vote a certain way in November. 
The law specifically permits split-ticket voting 
in the general election, and it provides for 
secrecy of the ballot. 

Despite this legal freedom to vote as they 
please in November, conscientious voters would, 
of course, decline to take an oath of party alle- 
giance at the primary if they intended to sup- 
port nominees of the other party at the general 
election. But they are entitled to assume that 
only in extremely rare cases would the oath 
be required. Where it is not required, we be- 
lieve they should feel free to vote as they please 
in=the primary. 

The Missouri Constitution declares that “all 
elections shall be free and open.” If the pri- 
mary is an election, and if those words mean 
anything, then it seems to us that the primary 
should be open to all voters who meet the quali- 
fications laid down in the Constitution, and not 
just to those voters who intend to vote a certain 
way in the general election. 

To close the primary to ail but anointed mem- 
bers of each party would mean the elimination, 
in effect, of independent voters. It would mean 
excluding from the nomination process the great 
and growing body of voters who acknowledge 
allegiance to no party but who still have a right 
to help nominate as well as elect officials. 

There is some risk, pnder the open primary, 
that members of one party can “raid” the pri- 
mary of the other in order to nominate a weak 
candidate. But this situation seldom arises. When 
it does, the risk is one that must be accepted 
as the price of gaining the advantages of an 
open primary. The defense against raiding is not 
a closed primary but an aroused electorate. 

In any case, we believe an open primary is 
the intent of the Missouri Constitution and the 
wish of the great majority of Missouri voters. 
In practice it is the kind of primary we actually 
have, for few voters are normally challenged to 
prove their party allegiance. The right to chal- 
lenge should be removed from the statutes, but 
meanwhile the voter can feel reasonably certain 
that the primary is open, as it should be, and 
that he can vote as he pleases both next week 
and in November. 
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Identifying the Voter 

In one important respect the ways of the 
polling place in St. Louis and St. Louis county 
are about as dissimilar as night and day. In 
the county each voter must identify himself by 
signing a comparative signature card. Precinct 
officials then compare the signature on the 
ecard with that on the voter's original registra- 
tion. This is a statutory requirement. 

In the city, on the other hand, no such pro- 
cedure is statutory, although the Election 
Board, on its own, has taken a stride in that 
direction. For the first time since permanent 
registration lists were established here in. the 
1930s, precinct officials have been ordered* by 
the board to demand affidavits and compare 
signatures of any person whose right to vote 
is questioned. 

This is a device to protect the people against 
fraud at the polls and the St. Louis Election 
Board has acted wisely in putting it in effect. 
Yet it still falls short of the protection afforded 
in St. Louis county, or in Kansas City, governed 
by an equally strong statute. 

The remedy, of course, lies with the Missourt 
Legislature. For more than a year now a spe- 
cial bi-partisan commission of Senators and 
Representatives has been studying the state’s 
tangled election laws. The commission might 
well examine the situation in St. Louis. Surely 
the voters here are entitled to the same con- 
sideration as those in the county.

My too brief trip to the Far East falls 
into three parts: 

(1) Korea, 

(2) Japan. 

(3) Taiwan—or Formosa or Nationalist 
China—call it what you will. 

As to Korea, I was deeply impressed 
with the morale of our troops. They are 
‘well armed, well clothed and well fed. 
More than most Americans back home 
they know why they are where they are 
and they have confidence in their ability 
to do the job. I saw 
many officers and 
men, from Gen, 
Clark and Gen. Van 
Fleet down—includ- 
ing my son who is 
with the First Ma- 
rine Division, 

I saw and talked 
with members of the 
Commonwealth Divi- 
sion, with Koreans 
and other U.N. mem- 
ber forces on the 
peninsula. I found 
them all on. their 
toes and Jeaning for- 
ward, and if a sec- 
ond lieutenant of Field Artillery of 34 
years ago is any judge, they will be able 
to deal with whatever situation they may 
be called upon to meet. Americans may 
well be proud of our troops and their bril- 
liant Jeaders in all branches of our 
services. 


The Mantle of Responsibility 


I came away with the feeling that here 
possibly was the first sane war in history, 
since here for the first time free nations 
voluntarily banded together and went to 
war to resist aggression. I also brought 
back with me the feeling I took over— 
that if we were not involved in resisting 
Communist aggression in Korea, we would 
be called upon to do so in some other 
part of the world and perhaps with a 
greater expenditure of life and national 
resources. 

I am happy to say that I have never 
been an isolationist. Possibly the fact that 
my parents took me abroad first at the 
age of four and a half hélped me to over- 
come that natural tendency among people 
whose ancestors, like my own, fought 
against the tyrannies of colonialism. 3 

But never before have I been so certain 
that we must not permit the direction of 
our country: to fall into isolationist hands. 
A heavy mantle of responsibility has been 
dropped upon our unwilling shoulders and 
in the pockets of that mantle are the sav- 
ings of our industry and ingenuity. 

[n my judgment, we are called upon to 
use those funds wisely for the benefit of 
all of us who would be free. Savings are 
of little use to a man in jail for life.

More than that, I believe that our young 
men must accept the responsibilities of 
universal military training and realize that 
freedom is not a heritage which can be 
passed on to us by our fathers. 

I was pleased to note how well our rota- 
tion policy is functioning, although, since 
I am not running for office, I would prefer 
to see the period of service extended. Our 
“Northwest” frontier is indeed far from 
us these days and I trust it may be kept 
there, but the farther it is away, the more 
reason there is not to rotate on too short 
a radius of time, 


Help for Former Enemies 


As to Japan, I hope and believe that we 
are following the right course, just as I 
hope and believe that we are doing so in 
Germany. Seven years is a long period 
in the lives of my grandchildren, but to 
me only “a watch in the night.” I stand 
ready to offer Japan and Germany every 
assistance I can, but I find myself unable 
to forget that just a few years ago the 
people of both these nations had no con- 
cept of democracy and no background of 
freedom. 

I would extend to them every aid in my 
power if they will really turn their faces 
away from the past. I believe they will 
and I would play it that way, but I shall 
be everlastingly watchful. 

And as for Nationalist China, much that 
I have said about Japan and Germany 
applies to them. Our Western conception 
of democracy is, I fear, but little under- 


stood. We should, however, do all in our 


power to spread comprehension of it. The 
Nationalist army, if properly equipped, 
would be second to none in my judgment. 
The men I saw were hard and fit and the 
leaders qualified and able. 

If I were to make any criticism, it would 
be that I would prefer to see their loyalty 
first to their country, ratherm.than as I 
grasped it—first to the Generalissimo, 
second to the party and then to the nation. 


To Bolster Nationalist China 


But in this I may be entirely wrong. I 
went out to the Pacific in 1944 objecting 
to Gen. MacArthur's statement, “I shall 
return.” I came back convinced that the 
personal approach was correct and carried 
great weight at the time. Perhaps the 
same applies now on Taiwan. 

At the, moment, we are represented in 
Formosa by a Minister. I should like to 
see this raised to the rank of Ambassador. 
Nationalist China now possesses the great- 
est force in the Far East with which we 
are allied. - We should treat them with 
the greatest dignity in our power and seek 
to help them in making the social reforms 
which will pave the way for an under- 
standing of democracy,

Old and New in Verse 


POETRY IN OUR TIME, by Babette Deutsch. (Henry 

Holt & Co., New York, 41! pgs., $6.) 

Babette Deutsch appropriately begins 
her dissertation with remarks on Thomas 
Hardy, who bridges the gap between Vic- 
toria’s day and ours. A poem by Stephen 
Spender visualizes the entombed Hardy, 
whose eyes are said to be two pools climb- 
ing 

Through gray reflections to the sky— 

My world asking your world: “Why?” 


Too often the modern poet, faced with 
horrors of which Hardy never dreamed, 
queries “Why?” and stays not for an 
answer. Too often the puzzled reader in 
turn asks “Why?” and reads not on. Hence 
the need for books of explication like this.

Eliot’s sources and his great debt to both 

Laforgue and Pound. An interesting con- 

trast is made between Eliot and another 

poet of St. Louis origin, Marianne Moore, 

in that Eliot’s reading is absorbed into the 

texture of his verse, while Miss Moore's is 
on the surface of hers. 


Miss Deutsch is a pioneer in her field, 
and “Poetry in Our Time” brings up to 
date a previous work, “This Modern Poet- 
ry.” A good deal of the material has ap- 
peared previously as magazine articles. 
The temptation of the busy modern writer 
is, of course, to work in such articles in 
toto with insufficient conformation to a 
general pattern. Thus ‘we find chapters 
like “Wars and Rumors” and “Science and 
Poetry,” when perhaps a more scholarly 
approach would have been .to study the 
major poets from Hardy and Yeats onward 
in chronological order and, in a work of 
this size and ambition, leave out minor 
versifiers like Wylie and Crapsey, or, if 
these and Fearing are to be mentioned, in- 
clude Patchen and others. 

This, however, is merely an individual's 
dissatisfaction with the arrangement of 
material that in itself is first rate. To 
readers who already have a basic know!- 
edge of modern poetry, this work should 
be very interesting. As to acquiring it, 
there is the matter of $6, which is a jolt 
when a collection like “The Kenyon Crit- 
ics” is being remaindered at $1.50. At this 
rate, books will soon be sold at Cartier’s 
and numbered among all those “fine Ara- 
bian things” that Fats Waller mentions in 
his rendition of “I Can’t Give You Any-

ne Carnival 
Superbly Managed. 
HELSINKI, July 31. 
INLAND’S great lawn pic- 
nic, box lunch social and 
quilting bee is moving to- 
ward a conclusion with citi- 
zens of many lands punching 
the faces of other citizens in 
the comradely spirit that char- 
,acterizes fun and games in the 
United States. When officials as 
well as boxers get slugged, it’s 
enough to make an American 
ache. with homesickness. 
However, barring the minor 
incidents that are inevitable in 
games of physical contact, there 
has been only one complaint 
about the most superbly man- 
aged Olympic carnival of them 
all. A Swede took a dim view 
of the opening ceremonies 
when Paavo Nurmi, patron 
saint of Finnish athletics, 
lugged the holy fire into the 
stadium. Here was a guy 
who’d been barred from the 
1932 Olympies as a profession- 
al and now he was. ordained 
high priest of this festival. 
“Why did you let that guy run 
the torch around the track?” 
the Swede asked Eric von 
Frenckell, the promoter. 
“Because,” said. Baron Von 
Frenckell, “Sibelius is too old.” 
With the Swede and the na- 
tional Finnish heroes thus put 
in their proper places, Helsinki 
went on to stage the most ex- 
traordinary muscle dance the 
world ever saw.- It would be 
satisfying to feel that some 
rumor of the goings-on have 
leaked out through the peculiar 
communications system con- 
necting this arctic land with 
the rest of the world. Not 
much hope is felt, though. 


The best example of how 
messages are exchanged was 
discovered by an American 
newspaperman. One day a let- 
letter was delivered directly to 
his room instead of his mail- 
box downstairs. Was this, he 
inquired of the lady at the re- 
ception desk, going to be the 
regular practice thereafter? 

“Oh, no,” the lady = said 
pleasantly. “That letter prob- 
ably was addressed to another 
place. When mail is addressed 
wrong, we deliver it direct.” 

Troubles on Telephone. 

HESE. dispatches—or, at 

least, the dispatches intend- 

ed for this space—are start- 
ed hopefully toward the United 
States, but not optimistically, 
over a telephone wire running 
to Paris through an igloo at the 
North Pole. More strange 
tongues are heard. over this 
thread of copper than are 
dreamed of in the philosophy 
of the Berlitz School of Lan- 
guages. 

One night a call was booked 
for the following evening. Natu- 
rally, it did not come through 
on time. Deadline quivered 
overhead liké the _ guillotine 
blade before a connectign was 
made. Several breathless para- 
graphs later, there was a buzz, 
a click, and then came the mu- 
sical tones of the operator: 

“ET must have this wire now; 
it is needed for a radio broad- 
cast.” Often as many as four 
separate calls have been re- 
quired to get a single message 
across the clogged wires. Un- 
counted hours have been con- 
sumed cursing phone operators 
in exotic accents. Theoretically, 
operations can be expedited by 
designating the call as “urgent,” 
at double the normal toll, but 
Paris seems to have a rule put- 
ting a 20-minute limit on con- 
versations with this busy ter- 
minal. 

A fellow ought to be able 
to read “War and Peace” into 
a phone récording. machine in 
that time, although it is no es- 
necial help if he has to spell 
out nameés like Nodar Dzhord- 
zhikija and Kazis Petkhavichus. 
Anyhow, 20 minutes is a period 
of time incomprehensible to the 
Parisian mind. 

A guy babbles frantically 
through, say, one page of copy, 
then a weary voice interrupts 
him: “Hang up now, you are 
finish.” 

“Dammit, I am not finish. I 
haven’t talked five minutes.” 

“Yes, yes, you are finish. 
Paree may call another time.” 

You may not be finish, but 
brother, you are defeat. 

Yesterday, for example, a call 
had been booked for an earlier 
hour than usual, in the forlorn 
hope that congestion might be 
less at that time. Sibelius never 
wrote music sweeter than the 
bell thet tinkled only 30 min- 
utes or so after the appointed 
hour.

Stevenson also stands four- 
square behind Administration pol- 
itcy to limit the war to Korea, 
but he said “the aggressor is the 
one who decides whether or not 
the war he has started can be 
limited.” 

He said United States and 
U.N. intervention in Korea, in 
his opinion, assured Asian and 
Pacific nations as well as those 
in western Europe that the 
United States would resist ag- 
gression. It also prevented fur- 
ther Soviet challenges that would 
have meant “Munich would fol- 
low Munich,” he added. 

The intervention likewise, in 
Stevenson’s view, “put American 
rearmament in high gear,” 
strengthened the U.N., and in- 
formed the Soviet Union “that the 
path of conquest is mortally dan- 
gerous.” 

Regarding isolationism, Steven- 
son doubted that many Ameri- 
cans would be “drawn into a re- 
newal of that wishful search.” 

“I think the eagle, not the 
ostrich, will continue to be the 
American emblem,” he wrote.

Stevenson Says U.S. ‘Must Face 
Facts of Our World.’ 


HAMILTON, N.Y., July 31 (AP) 
—Adlai E. Stevenson called on 
the nation today to “face the 
facts” in international relations. 

The Democratic presidential 
nominee said in a telegram to 
Colgate University’s foreign poli- 
cy conference: _ 

“We must face the facts of our 
world in order to create and 


maintain the situations of 
strength. 

“We must frankly recognize, 
for example, that the world is a 
community in which two-thirds of 
the people are hungry, in which 
half can neither read nor write, 
and in which nearly half the chil- 
dren will die before the age 
of 15.” 

“We must never mislead our- 
selves or others,” he said, “into 
the beguiling belief that, in such 
a world, tolerance, understanding 
and pacific methods for settling 
disputes can be attained with 
sease, or quickly or painlessly 

“One of the conditions of 
strength is the understandings of 
our obstacles and the courage to 
face them.”

New Productivity Consciousness 


This, Coupled With France’s Importation of 
American Techniques, Adds to 
Output Per Man Hour.

PARIS, July 31—For a couple 
of years now hardly a week has 
gone by without the announce- 
ment by the Economic Co-opera- 
tion Administration, and latterly 
by the Mutual Security Adminis- 
tration, that at least one French 
productivity mission has left for 
the United States to study Amer- 
ican methods of management, 
manufacture or distribution. 

Badividual cases of success and 
of faflure are on record by the 
dozen, but no over-all evaluation 
of the ambitious program can be 
made except in gemeral terms. 
Two important things have surely 
been accomplished: 

First, the American equipment 
and techniques introduced have, 
in the aggregate, made a substan- 
tial contribution to the national 
output per man hour. 

Second, French employers and, 
to a less extent, French unions 
and workers have become pro- 
ductivity conscious. 

Renault Plant an Example. 

For instance, the annual report 
of the nationalized Renault auto- 
mobile company devotes a long 
section to the year’s advances in 
productivity. It records that the 
man hours per unit of produc- 
tion, which was 653 in 1947 and 
564 in December 1950, had been 
brought down by December 1951 
to 550. It also states that during 
the year, despite strong opposi- 
tion from the Communist-domi- 
nated union in the factory, a 
branch of the Confederation Gen- 
erale du Travail, 880 suggestions 
were received from workers. Of 
these 119 were put into effect, 
and 113 were rewarded with sums 
as high as 200,000 francs ($570). 

This sort of progress is worth 
every cent the French Govern- 


| 


ment (with American aid) and 
French employers are 
into it. But alone it is not going 
to bridge the gap of about three 
to one which still exists between 
the productivity and standard of 
living of the American and French 
worker. 

Georges Lassere, a financial 
writer for the independent con- 
servative newspaper Le Monde, 
comments that too many French 
employers and technicians go to 
America with the idea that they 
will find some wonder gadget, or 
some trick technique, which will 
double their production overnight. 


Why U. S. Output Is High. 


He makes the point that it 
would be much more useful in 
the long run if they sought to 
find out why every American em- 
ployer and every enlightened 
American labor union is constant- 
ly seeking to increase productiv- 
ity. Why, in short, there is the 
industrial atmosphere which in 
last analysis is responsible for the 
high standard of American pro- 
ductivity. 

Lasserre is aware that some of 
the basic premises of American 
industry are different from those 
in France. In France raw materi- 
als and power must be conserved 
more carefully than in the United 
States. With Americans the most 
expensive element in production 
is labor, and additional raw ma- 
terials and power will be gladly 
thrown in to cut labor costs. Such 
is not the case in France, but that, 
in turn, is not due entirely to geo- 
physical reasons. It also has to do 
with the history and aims of the 
labor movement, the relative posi- 
tion of the worker and, in fact, 
the whole social framework. 

¥Like liberty, productivity must 
be won and deserved,” Lasserre 
writes. “It is in reality a conse- 


putting, 


quence and a symptom of eco- 
nomic, socjal and human success, 
just as the effectiveness of a man 
in his work is a measure of his 
physical and moral good health.” 

Lasserre does not maintain that 
this happy condition can be sud- 
denly installed in France, but he 
does suggest certain specific 
things which must change to 
bring it at least within the realm 
of possibility. 

Lasserre’s Three Points. 

First, the French industrialist 
is not usually impelled by the 
stiff and real competition: which 
exists in the United States despite 
the emergence in many industries 
of giant combines. The atmos- 
phere which compels many manu- 
facturers to be more efficient 
than the opposition or go out of 
business has not been widely 
created in major French indus- 
tries. 

Second, the French industrialist 
is still weighed down by tradi- 
tion. Respect for the established 
ways of the past is useful in some 
things, but it does not turn out 
more cars in less time with fewer 
men. Only disrespect and discon- 
tent with things as they are ac- 
complishes this. 

Third, the French labor union 
has not learned, in most cases, as 
has the American union, that pro- 
ductivity is as much to the ad- 
vantage of the worker as to the 
employer. The French worker 
and his union, do not often cord- 
ially and spontaneously co-operate 
to make the joint enterprise more 
efficient as is the case in many 
American concerns. 

The French labor union, in fact, 
spends a great deal of its time 
and energy on political matters 
whereas the American union uses 
most of its strength to fight pure- 
ly economic battles for its mem- 
bers. 

Lasserre points out that the 
American unions were at first 
afraid of the speed up—but have 
now come to realize that high 
productivity is the key to a high 
standard of living and that a 
strong, vigilant union can take 
precautions to see that productiv- 
ity is not perverted by manage- 
ment,

Guide for Home Freezer Stockpiling 
Pickles and 


List Shows Quantities 
of Various Fruits 
and Vegetables 
Needed to Provide 
One Pint of Frozen 
Food.

S National Vegetable Week 
A starts today, it seems a good 

time to remind you that it 
pays to take a lesson from the 
provident squirrel and store away 
summer’s vegetables and fruits 
for use during the winter months 
ahead. Remember how proudly 
Grandma used to display the 
well-stocked shelves in her fruit 
cellar? Today her granddaughter 
is equally proud of her well- 
stocked freezer. 

From time to time we mention 
in this colgmn when certain 
fruits and vegtables are at their 
peak, and when you may expect 
to find bargains which make it 
worth your time to freeze for fu- 
ture use. Before you start 
marketing for these - sessions, 
however, you should know just 
what quantities of food to buy for 
a given yield. 

To help you with this problem 
we give below a table, prepared 
by home food preservation spe- 
cialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. These 
experts point out that there is 
bound to be some variation be- 
cause yield depends partly on 
such factors as quality and ma- 
turity of the food, the way you 
cut or trim it, and the style pack. 
However, it is useful as a general 
guide. 

For one pint of frozen food, 
you need approximately:

Whether or not there will be 
enough pickle cucumbers and gar- 
den vegetables to turn into those 
crisp tempting relishes with little 
food value but lots of appetite 
appeal, remains to be seen. 

Putting up pickles is a custom 
as old as our pioneer ancestors 
and the family that did not have 
a pickle barrel, just didn’t exist. 
Now we are told that these pickles 
and relishes have little or no food 
value but that they should be 
served because they have a way 
of stirring lazy appetites. Also 
their crisp and somewhat sharp 
flavors provide a good contrast 
for the bland foods usually found 
on our tables.

This quick-pick- 
ling method gives a milder flavor 
to the pickles and relishes but the 
pickles continue to ripen in the 
flavor after they are sealed and 
set aside in storage.

MUNSAN, Korea, July 31 (AP) 
—The United Nations Command 
today added 45 names to the list 
of U.N. personnel it says were 
captured by the Reds and asked 
for an accounting. 

The names were not made pub- 
lic. They were given to the Reds 
at a 35-minute staff officers’ ses- 
sion’ at Panmunjom. 

The staff officers are consider- 
ing final wording. of a Korean 
armistice agreement draft while 
full scale negotiations, deadlocked , 
over prisoner of @ar exchange, 
are in recess until Sunday. 

A U.N. spokesman said the staff 
officers made “no appreciable 
progress” today 

The group of 45 brings to 1926 
the number of persons for whom 
the U.N. has asked an accounting 
since original prisoner of war lists 
were exchanged last Dec. 18. 

With the latest list went a let- 
ter from Maj. Gen. William K. 
Harrison, senior U.N. negotiator, 
reminding chicf Red delegate 
Gen. Nam II that the only ac- 
counting the Communists have 
made was a list of 726 names on 
Dec. 26. And this list, Harrison 
wrote, contained “obvious er 
rors.” 

The Peiping radio, propaganda 
voice of Red China, said Ameri- 
can “tactics” at Panmunjom, such 
as the current seven-day recess in 
truce talks and prisoner screen- 
ings, have “driven the talks into 
the most serious crisis since they. 
began.” 

It said the U.N. has employed 
“underhanded means to destroy 
the hope of an armistice.” Again 
it accused Washington of seeking 
to prolong and extend the Korean 
war,

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U.S. TAKING STEPS 
TO END. AVIATION 
GASOLINE PINCH 


WASHINGTON (UP)—The 
United States will have adequate 


supplies of aviation gasoline by |¢*" 


next year despite today’s present 
tight aviation fuel situation, ac- 
cording to a government oil ex- 
pert. ' 

The official, who cannot be 
named, said the U.S. petroleum 
industry is expanding its facil- 
ities for producing aviation fuel 
and those facilities will ease the 
acute supply picture. He made 
this flat statement: 


“There will be no (aviation fuel 
supply) problem in this country 
beginning next year.” - 

He said that assumes continua- 
tion of the mobilization program 
at its present pace and Far East- 
— fighting on about the present 
scale, 


Should an all-out war develop, 
he said, the oil industry still 
would be able to build new ca- 
pacity for making needed avia- 
tion gasoline “‘as rapidly as the 
war planes can be built to con- 
sume it.” 


Although production figures for 
aviation gasoline are a well- 
guarded secret, the fuel is admit- 
tedly short now. It has been 
scarce ever since outbreak of 
the Korean war and the recent 
oil strike made the supply pic- 
ture tighter. Aside from the Far 
Eastern fighting, there are three 
major reasons why aviation gaso- 
line is scarce:

ment. This research covers the effect of various 
types of vegetative cover and control practices on 
water storage and runoff..The study which seems 
to have the closest application to our Ozark con- 
ditions has now been carried on for some 20 
years at the Coweeta Hydrologic Laboratory, in 
the Coweeta National Forest in western North » 
Carolina. An area of some 5600 acres has been 
set aside here which offers ideal conditions for 
study. Although rainfall is somewhat heavier in 
that part of the southern Appalachians than in 
our Ozark highland, the terrain is much the same. 
The country is hilly, with steep slopes and sharp- 
erested ridges creating natural boundaries for 
many small watersheds which may be studied in- 
dividually. Land occupancy in the Ozarks is more 
intense than at Coweeta, but this has enabled the 
scientists to duplicate on virgin terrain the normal 
land-use practices that are followed when such an 
area becomes settled. These three practices are 
logging, grazing and farming of the less precipi- 
tous hillsides, all of which have affected the Ozark 
country for the past 100 years.

NOT ALL THE COWEETA STUDIES have been 
completed, but many of the findings can be set 
down fairly conclusively, especially where they 
can be checked against actual experience in our 
own timbered country. One of the most interesting 
is that while undisturbed forest cover. is probably 
the ideal condition for the control of erosion and 
flood reduction, it is not always the best condition 
for stream flow. Forest vegetation normally creates.

When the meat is well seared, 
sprinkle it with a little sugar— 
about half a teaspoon per pound 
of meat—and continue to brown 
it until the meat is well darkened. 
Shake the pot frequently to keep 
it from sticking. 

Now dust the meat lightly with 
flour — about a teaspoon to a 
pound—and let the flour brown. 
At this point, if you're so in- 
clined, you can add such season- 
ings as chili powder, ginger or 
powdered caraway seeds. This is 
strictly optional. Most people like 
just salt and pepper. 

Now, for each pound of meat 
add one peeled, quartered to- 
mato, one green pepper which 
has been cleaned and cut up 
coarsely, one-half cup of meat 
stock, a half of bay leaf and a 
pinch of thyme. Test it for season- 
ing and add salt and pepper as 
required. 

Cover the pot well and let the 
stew simmer over the _ lowest 
possible flame until the meat is 


very tender—so tender it is fall- 
ing apart. Don't lift the cover 
any more than vou have to, and 
don’t stir the stew. Shake the 
pot now and then to keep it from 
sticking. 

There shouldn't be an excess 
of gravy in a properly made 
stew, but if you want more 
gravy, add more stock. This is 
a basic recipe for beef stew, and 
from here on out you can follow 
the dictates of your own taste 
and add separately cooked peas, 
diced carrots and small, white 
onions, 
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S I said before, nearly ev- 
Acy country has its own ver- 
sion of the stew, and in this 
country we use them all. One 
of the best is the veal stew the 
way they make it in France. Like 
this: 
Trim 


and cut up two and a 


half pounds of veal into inch and 
a quarter pieces. Put them in a 
pan with cold water to cover. 
Bring them to a boil and skim 
them. 

Now add one onion which has 
been studded with three cloves, 
two scraped carrots, a bouquet 
garni and teaspoon of salt. A 
bouquet garni, as you may know, 
is piece of celery, a sprig of 
parsley, a sprig of thyme and 
half a bay leaf tied together. 
Now let the stew simmer, cov- 
ered, for an hour and three quar- 
ters.

Trusting Teen-Agers

6 6 DON’T think my mother trusts me!” a teen-age girl 
J :01 us the other day. “When I get home from a party 
she questions me and questions me just almost as if 

she didn’t believe I had been where I said I’d been.” 


“My father deesn’t seem to respect my opinion,” another 
teen-ager, a 15-year-old boy, complained. 

“They don’t trust me!” “They don’t respect my opinion 
To us who are grown-up, these may not seem like serious 
complaints. We, and most of you who are the kind of people 
who take the trouble to read a column on child behavior, 
probably assume that most people trust us, and that the ma- 
jority of our friends, at least, respect our opinions—even 
though they may not agree with all of them. 
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AND THIS STATE OF AFFAIRS has for most of us gone 
en so long that we take it more or less for granted. And if 
somebody doesn’t trust us—the more foolish he, we think, 
knowing our own integrity. If somebody doesn’t respect our 
opinion, the more foolish he, we say, assuming our own 
rightness. . 

So it is easy for us to forget our teen-age when we were 
not sure of the correctness or even of the value of our 
opinions. It is then that it means 80 much and is s0 im- 
portant to have those whom we respect show their respect 
for what we think. ‘ 

You don’t, obviously, have to agree with everything your 
teen-ager says in order to show respect for his opinion. But 
at least listen to what he has to say. 

Discuss it with him. Treat it seriously. 
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TRUSTING THE GROWING GIRL OR BOY is a little 
different, and may be even more difficult in some cases than 
showing respect for his opinions. Parents tend to worry s0 
about their teen-ager’s activities. They are so afraid that he 
isn’t telling the exact truth, that when he goes out in the 
evening, instead of doing what he said he was doing, he was 
“out getting into trouble.” 

Well, sometimes he may have been. But the way to 
make a person trustworthy certainly is not, and never has 
been, to show that you do not trust him. You, of course, 
* know your child and the home situation better than we do, 
but we suggest that more often than not if you show your 
child that you trust him, he will show himself worthy of that 
trust. 

There is an old hymn we used to sing:in Sunday School, 
and it has always had quite a hold over us. Part of the verse 
ran, “I would be true, for there are those who trust me”— 
and we still think there is a lot in the idea.

Stevensons Career in Fed 


This is the fifth installment in 
a series on the Democratic presi- 
dential nominee, condensed from 
the book, “Adlai E. Stevenson of 
Illinois,” by Noel Busch.

Y the end of 1933 the AAA 
B was running smoothly and 

needed Adlai Stevenson’s serv- 
ices less than the Federal Alcohol 
Control Administration, set tip. to 
handle the legal and tax prob- 
lems created by the repeal of pro- 
hibition. He served as its assist- 
ant general counsel for eight 
month and then went to Chicago 
to rejoin his law firm. He also 
became active again in an organi- 
zation called the Chicago Council 
on Foreign Relations, of which 
he was president for one term be- 
fore he went to Washington and 
for two more when he returned. 

As president of the Council on 
Foreign Relations, Stevenson 
was placed in the role of host to 
visiting European _— dignitaries 
whom he had theretofore known 
only by reputation. He was also 
well situated to make advan- 


_ tageous contacts among Chicago’s 


more influential kindred spirits 
who included Frank Knox, the 
publisher of the Chicago Daily 
News. 

When Roosevelt, building a 
coalition cabinet to help estab- 
lish a bipartisan foreign policy, 
tapped the Republican Knox for 
Secretary of the Navy in 1940, 
Knox asked Stevenson to serve 
under him as soon as he felt he 
could do more good in Washing- 
ton than in Chicago, where the 
reflex reaction to the menace 
of Adolf Hitler had been the 
America First Committee; and 
finally, in the summer of 1941, 
he got a phone call from Knox. 
Says Stevenson: “Knox said, 
‘Everyone else around Washing- 
ton has a lawyer and I guess I 
ought to have one, too!” So we 
packed up and went down there.” 

The first job to which Knox 
assigned Stevenson was prepar- 
ing legal machinery whereby the 
Navy, in case it became neces- 
sary, could take over the strike- 
bound Kearney shipyards in 
New Jersey, then building pre- 
cious warships. The only trou- 
ble was that the paper prepared 
by Stevenson required an execu- 
tive order signed by the Presi- 
dent, who was somewhere off the 
coast of Newfoundland, returning 
from the meeting with Churchill 
at which they had drafted the 
Atlantic Charter on a battleship. 

Knox called Stevenson to his 
office and told him to fly to 
Quonset, R.1., there get another 
plane, fly out to meet the cruiser 
that was bringing the President 
home, get him to sign the execu- 
tive order and then fly back to 
Washington. 

Stevenson was on the point ef 
departure when Knox called him 
in a second time. This time Adm. 
Chester Nimitz was also in the 
Secretary’s office. 

“Adlai,” said Knox, “the Ad- 
miral has a message he wants you 
to take to the President and de- 
liver to him in person. Go ahead 
with the message, Admiral.” 

“You are to deliver this mes- 
sage to the President and to no 
one else,” said Nimitz. “Tell him 
that I have learned today, from a 
heretofore reliable source, that 
Stalin has opened negotiations 
with Hitler.” 

Since this meant, in effect, that 
Germany had won the war, Ste- 
venson was understandably star- 
tied. 

Nimitz and Knox cautioned him 
that the message was to be de- 
livered to Roosevelt personally, 
and to Roosevelt alone, No time 
was to be wasted in doing so. 
Stevenson then left by plane for 
Quonset. 
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T Quonset, he ran into his 
Asics difficulties. The weather 

had closed in. No planes were 
taking off for anywhere. After 
some delay, Stevenson was able 
to get to Portland, Me., in time to 
intercept the President, who by 
this time had landed and was en 
route to Washington by rail. At 
Portland, the constables were not 
impressed by Stevenson’s panting 
assurances that he had a vital 
message for the Chief Executive. 
He was ordered to stand back. 
Finally, Stevenson elbowed his 
way through the mob on the plat- 
form and caught sight of an ac- 
quaintance, Florida’s Senator 
Claude Pepper. 

“Well, Adlai, what's the trou- 
ble?” asked Pepper. Stevenson 
told him, not about the Nimitz 
message but about the Kearhey 
strike papers. Pepper said that 
he would see What could be done. 
When the train came in, the Sen- 
ator, who knew the Secret Service 
officers, boarded it immediately. 
Stevenson was relegated to the 
station platform, where he waited 
for 15 minutes, expecting to see 
the train depart at any second. 
Finally Pa Watson appeared at 
the door of the persidential car. 
Stevenson explained to Pa that 
he had some papers for the Presi- 
dent. 

“I got into the car,” says Ste- 
venson, “and what do you think I 
found? There was F.D.R. sitting

as relaxed as you please, just as 
though 10,000 people were not 
shouting for him on the platform, 
and just as though he hadn’t just 
settled the world’s future with 
Churchill, and just as though I 
wasn’t bringing the worst news in 
world history. There were a lot 
of other people there—Marvin 
McIntyre, Harry Hopkins, Mrs. 
Roosevelt and one of the secre- 
taries as well as Pa, Watson. They 
were all having a quiet little bite 
of supper. F.D.R. looked up when 
I went in. 

“ ‘Well, Adlai, how are you?’ he 
asked. He had known my father 
in the first war and I had met 
him once or twice, years before 
and very briefly. 

“I said I was all right but that 
I had some papers to show him. 

“‘That’s fine, Adlai,’ he said, 
‘let's have a look at them.’ I 
opened up my brief case first and 
got out the Kearney shipyard 
papers. I showed him the letter 
of transmittal and all the rest of 
it, and pointed out where he was 
supposed to sign. He looked them 
over for a minute and then said: 

“‘Well, yes . . . Now, Adlai 
you just leave, these with me, 
and ]’ll read them over. We'll 
have a meeting at the White 
House in the morning. You fly 
back and arrange it. Tell the 
secretary I'd like to see Myron 
Taylor and the Attorney General 
at 9 o’clock—and you can be 
there, too.’ 

““*But, Mr. President,’ I said, 
‘these are supposed to be signed 
right now!’ 

“*T think it will work out all 
right this way,’ said the President. 

“‘Well,’ I said, ‘if you say s0, 
I guess it will be O.K....’ It 
sounds impossible that even I 
could talk like such a fool but 
I was so nervous I hardly knew 
what I was saying — mostly, I 
suppose, because I hadn’t yet said 
the really important thing I had 
on my mind. I could see he was 
waiting for me to leave, and I 


had to come out with something. / 


The talk went about like this: 

“‘l have something else to tell 
you, Mr. President.’ 

“‘Do you, Adlai? What is it?’ 

“ ‘Well, Mr. President, it’s from 
Adm. Nimitz. He said to tell you

today started negotiations with 
Hitler.’ 

“Then I gave him back the 
menu. He read it carefully and 
then looked up at me. 

“*Adilai,’ he said, ‘do you be- 
lieve this?’ 

“Now that was one thought that 
had just never crossed my mind. 
I said: ‘Why ...I1 don’t know, 
Mr. President.’ 

“*T don’t believe it,” said F.D.R. 
‘I’m not worried at all. Are you 
worried, Adlai?’ 

“T said I guessed I wasn’t. Then 
I got up to go. On the way out, 
in my embarrassed confusion, I 
walked right into a closed door, 
thus bending my crooked nose 
some more. I flew back to Wash- 
ington, woke Secretary Knox to 
tell him about the meeting at the 
White House and we all went 
over there at 9 o’clock. The 
crowning humiliation to me was 
that the President hadn’t even 
opened my precious Kearney ship- 
yard papers. He pulled them out 
and settled the whole business 
in 10 minutes. As for the nego- 
tiations between Stalin and Hit- 
ler, the President was, of course, 


right again. Adm. Nimitz’s source 


was unreliable that time. We 
— heard another word about 
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TEVENSON’S war experiences 

started in the Navy Department 

early in the evening of Dec 7, 
1941, His position on that momen- 
tous evening was, as usual, a cen- 
tral one, in Knox’s outside office, 
through which Adm. Stark, the 
Chief of Naval Operations, and’ 
other senior officers passed on 
their way to give the bad news to 
the Secretary who was to pass it 
on by telephone to Franklin 
Roosevelt at the White House. 
Shortly thereafter his role became 
less sedentary. 

Stevenson’s first excursion into 
the war zones took place in 1942, 
in the form of an inspection tour. 
The area inspected was the en- 
tire Pacific theater and the group 
did not return to Washington un- 
til February 1943.

heard you were here. How’s every- 
thing going?” 

Stevenson said everything was 
going as well as could be ex- 
pected. He and the General part- 
ed on friendly terms, and have 
net seen each other since. 


Stevenson’s wartime travels, 
aside from his tour of the Pacific 
and a trip to the Caribbean, in- 
cluded visits to Algeria, Tunis, 
Sicily, Italy, Gibraltar, Liberia, 
‘England, France, Germany, Lux- 
embourg, Holland and Belgium. 
He was no sooner back in the 
United States when he became in- 
volved in the United Nations Con- 
ference at San Francisco. 


The United States delegation to 
San Francisco included Senators 
Connally and Vafidenberg, Con- 
gressmen Eaton and Bloom, Har- 
old Stassen, John Foster Dulles, 
Secretary of State Edward Stet- 
tinius and a large staff of experts 
on the topics likely to appear on 
the agenda, As Secretary of State 
and chairman of the United States 
delegation and the conference, 
Stettinius had a hard row to hoe, 
He was just past 40 and the other 
members, including even Stassen, 
were not only his senior in years 
but mostly men, at least in their 
own opinion, of presidential 
stature. 

Moreover, the whole popula- 
tion of the United States, as rep- 
resented in San Francisco by the 
press, were upset because they 
could not find anyone who knew 
what was going on or, if he knew, 
was telling. Unable to get news 
from their own delegates, the cor- 
respondents had eventually de- 
scended to getting it from others, 
including Russians. Eventually, 
Stevenson was summoned in his 
familiar role of trouble-shooter. 

His first move was to arrange 


to attend the United States dele. 
Zation’s meetings so that he 
would be aware of what was £0~ 
ing On inside them. His next move 
was to establish himself, after the 
meetings, in Room 576 at the 
Fairmount, whence he dispensed 
information to the correspondents, 
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HE correspondents were so 
thirsty for news, and Steven- 
son provided: such a lot of it, 
that Room 576 was crowded day 
and night. Stevenson’s job became 
known as Operation Titanic, and 
so much news leaked out that 
United States delegation members 
now began to complain that they 


‘could not talk to themselves with- 


out seeing their thoughts in the 
headlines. Before anyone got 
around to plugging Operation Ti- 
tanic, the conference was over and 
the delegations getting ready for 
the Preparatory Commisison 
meeting in London, scheduled for 
the following August. 
Stevenson’s job at the London 
meeting was that of deputy to

Calling It a “Paragraph.” 


6 6 FyARAGRAPH” is an inter- 
esting word, especially so 
to one who has researched

“To write beside” ex- 
plains “paragraph” in that, in 
early writing the intention to 
break or sub-divide, as we do to- 
day by indenting from the mar- 
gin, was indicated by a mark 
made under the first word.

as Secretary of State after the 
San Francisco Conference headed 
the United States delegation with 
the rank of Ambassador. Due to 
illness, Stettinius presently re- 
turned to the United States, leav- 
ing Stevenson in charge. 


The meeting of the Prepara- 
tory Commission proceeded, in 
an atmosphere of comparative 
harmony, to cover considerable 
ground. Its chief impediment 
proved to be the Soviet assump- 
tion that the world was divided 
into three areas: the U. S. S. R. 
and its satellites, the British 
Empire including Western Eu- 
rope, and the United States, in- 
— Central and South Amer- 
ca. * 

When the Preparatory Com- 
mission adjourned in December, 
Stevenson had three weeks in 
which to prepare for the arrival 
of the United States delegation 
to the first meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, composed of Stet- 
tinius, Byrnes, Dulles, Vanden- 
berg, Eaton and Bloom, Mrs. 
Roosevelt, and a score or so of 
foreign service officers and ex- 
perts including Alger Hiss. As 
“senior adviser” to a delegation 
that stood in need of lots of ad- 
vice about almost everything, 
Stevenson had his hands full 
again. Having achieved its main 
purpose of adopting the struc- 
ture proposed by the Commis- 
sion, selecting a secretary general 
and deciding who was to be what 
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on which of its innumerable com- 
mittees, the Assembly adjourned 
in February. 

Stevenson’s varied and pro- 
tracted efforts to get the United 
Nations organization under way, 
though largely unpublicized, were 
undoubtedly one of the few ef- 
fective accomplishments of Unit- 
ed States diplomacy since the war. 
Back in the United States, he re- 
turned to law practice in Chicago 
until Truman appointed him: an 
alternate delegate to the second 
session of the General Assembly 
in New York. When that session 
ended in November, Stevenson 
went back to Chicago again, and 
practiced law till the next session, 
in the autumn of 1947, , 

As the 1947 autumn meeting of 
the General Assembly drew to a 
close Steyenson felt constrained 
to decide ofice-and for all whether 
he was going to rejoin his law 
firm in Chicago or whether to en- 
ter public life. He decided to en- 
ter politics in his home state,

Calves are fairly large, even at 
the time of birth. A newborn Jer- 
sey calf weighs about 54 pounds. 
A Guernsey calf is likely to weigh 
65 pounds, and a Holstein prob- 
ably will tip the scales at 91 
pounds,

THE HEIGHTH of a newborn 
Jersey calf averages about 26 
inches. A Guernsey is almost the 
same height, but a Holstein calf 
usually is three inches: taller at 
the start of life. : 

If they are fed properly, the 
calves grow quickly in weight, as 
well as height. A Jersey will 
reach about 250 pounds at the 
age six months, and 460 
pounds when it is a year old, The 
heavy young Holstein can be ex- 
pected to weight 365 pounds at 
six months and 650 pounds at 
ethe age of a year. The average 
height of a year-old Jersey is 42 
inches, and a year-old Holstein 
should be 46 inches tall.
